Slapstick Costs! 


“The Outlaws IS Coming,” 
starring the Three Stooges, 
Adam West and Nancy Kovack, 
and now at the ...... Theatre, 
obviously is a slapstick comedy 
set in the old west. To make it 
entailed almost as much behind- 
the-scenes production activity, 
and cost, as might have been 
found in one of Hollywood’s more 
spectacular productions. 

The new Columbia Pictures re- 
lease includes in its cast nine of 
television’s most popular chil- 
dren’s program personalities; 
they had to be brought in from 
all over the country. 

Also in the film is a herd of 
more than 2000 head of buffalo 
in scenes filmed on the 66,000 
acre Bar-B-Bar Buffalo Ranch 
near Gillette, Wyoming. To ob- 
tain the thundering shots re- 
quired, 12 miles of dirt road were 
cut out on the huge ranch so 
that camera cars could operate 
beside and between the running 
bison. Five camera pits were 
dug, with steel and dirt protect- 
ing and camouflaging the blinds 
from the dangerous animals. 

Ten four-wheel-drive cars 
herded the bison with the help 
of an airplane flying 50 feet over- 
head. Each car with a camera 
aboard, was equipped with an 
inter-communication system so 
the driver and passengers could 
keep in touch with each other 
and the director, Norman Maurer. 

Indian battle scenes were 
filmed on the Glenmoore Cattle 
Ranch, a 30,000-acre spread near 
Ventura, California. 

And to add to the cost of “The 
Outlaws IS Coming,” the Three 
Stooges, as in most of their pic- 
tures, like to indulge in some pie 
throwing—and the pies have to 
be for real. 

Nancy Kovack adds her lovely 
presence to the film in the role 
of Annie Oakley with Adam 
West as her romantic leading 
man.

Review 


The West will never be the 
same again, now that the Three 
Stooges have completed their 
zany version of what might have 
taken place had they been around 
during the heyday of the fast 
draw. The film is “The Outlaws 
IS Coming“ a Normandy Produc- 
tion for Columbia Pictures re- 
lease which opened yesterday at 
thesis eset Theatre. 

The slapstick comedy finds the 
Three Stooges going West dur- 
ing the late 1800’s to stop the 
slaughter of the American buf- 
falo, This brings them in contact 
with a frontier Casa Nostra, 
some of the more famous out- 
laws of the period, Indians, cow- 
boys and the United States cav- 
alry. Into the zany plot has been 
tossed such happy ingredients as 
“guns for Indians,” “thundering 
herds of bison” and instruments 
of warfare that only a one-time 
cartoonist — which he is — like 
Norman Maurer, could dream up, 
which he did. The original story 
is Maurer’s. From it, Elwood Ull- 
man wrote the screenplay, which 
Maurer produced and directed. 

Willowy, brunette beauty 
Nancy Kovack, who dyed her 
hair blonde for her role of Annie 
Oakley, is the romantic lead op- 
posite Adam West, handsome 
young leading’ man. 

The hilarious and improbable 
story has to do with the publish- 
er of a Boston newspaper who 
sends his editor out to the Great 
Plains to cover the story of the 
indiscriminate, wholesale slaugh- 
ter of the buffalo, and who uses 
this excuse to get the three 
troublesome Stooges out of his 
hair. In no time at all, the editor 
and his zany pals are the target 
of every gunslinger west of the 
Mississippi but, aided by Nancy 
Kovack, they expose the das- 
tardly gang-boss, and in their 
own inimitable, misdirected and 
floundering fashion, they induce 
the notorious gunslingers to 
mend their ways. 

“The Outlaws IS Coming” is 
a constant delight, a wild and 
hilarious film. 


Man of Action 


An actor, like a writer, sooner 
or later finds that every experi- 
ence in his past becomes of value 
some place in his present or 
future, according to Adam West, 
handsome young leading man 
who is Nancy Kovack’s romantic 
interest in “The Outlaws IS 
Coming,” the Normandy Produc- 
tion starring the Three Stooges 
At tHe.) Seite Theatre. 


Two examples were provided 
during the filming of the zany 
Stooges’ comedy. The first pro- 
duced a contradiction. Because 
Adam had been accustomed to 
the use of firearms since child- 
hood, having used both rifle and 
pistol hunting on his parents’ 
State of Washington ranch, he 
was able to appear unusually 
awkward with a frontier model 
six-shooter, as called for by the 
screen play. 

“It was actually quite simple,” 
Adam declared. “I just did the 
opposite of everything that I’d 
learned about small arms, and 
it came out just perfect.” 

In the other instance, the fact 
that he had learned to handle 
horses and drive a wagon at the 
age of six, eliminated the need 
of a double in some exciting 
chase and runaway buggy and 
buckboard scenes. 


West’s familiarity with rolling 
ranch country also proved of 
value to him in getting to and 
from the distant Glenmoore Cat- 
tle Ranch location. While work- 
ing in “The Outlaws IS Coming,” 
West was also rehearsing the 
leading role in a Carl Sandberg 
play. 

In order to make an eight p.m. 
deadline, he had thirty miles of 
ranch country to traverse, and 
another thirty miles of freeway. 
He did it by motorcycle, his 
Triumph 120. Soon as filming was 
completed in the evening, in- 
stead of riding back to town by 
studio transport, West would 
take off cross-country on his 
motorcycle at better than 60 
miles an hour,
